A new publication by this celebrated Bocialist
haa recently attracted a good deal of attention in
France, and has been deemed of sufficient im.
portance to call forth an order for its suppression
by General Castellane in the military depart
ment under his command.

M. Considerant addresses hin pamphlet to the
Democrats of all nations, and especlally to the
Democrats of France. Defining Democracy as
the government by the whole psople exclusively,
and Aristocracy as tho government exteroal to
tho aggregate of the people, M. Considerant an-
mounces the principle of “'the universal govern
ment of the people by iteelf,’” ss essential to the
fulfilment of the democratic idea.

Man i not born to pay allegiance to s master,
Man is pot made to obey the will of suother. 1f
there is any reason why Peter should obey Paul,
there in the same reason why Paul should obey
Peoter ; elso Paul and Peter would not be of the
same race.

Atfthe present moment go'hing seems alive in
Eurape bot Fraace, and Prance would mot have
loat o much of ita fair fame and honor if life bad
left it before the last two years Italy lies
craghied uoder the combined weight of ita old
Tyracts and its new pertidions frieuds. The Ger
mans, recently so pobly awake, are slumbering
sgain, while their Mustars quarrel and are recon
ciled aboat their own private matters and without
reference to the popular will. Poland [noguishes
ard sufers in silence, and so does Huangary,
wearied and enervated by ite Iast unsucceasful
but beroie attempt Eogiand sweops along its
se!fsh way, not deigning to notice the saiferings
of its sister nations and the sins of their oppress:
ors. France, alove, perseveres in her mission of
philanthropy and brotherhood to every people,
ard the vital corrent seems yet to tlowin her
veins. But what alife it is, and how shamefully
misnged.

Every idea of gennine liberty, of equality,
of popular rights and of alliance between differ.
ent pations, is repudiated sod forgosten by the
French—save by a few who ara persccated by
the Government and ridiculed by the people—
the clangs callad the finance, bless the moment in
which Louis Napoleon entered Fraves, beoause
bis re-establishment of all the old prejadices and
routine has secured the wealth in their hands
Tiose who are fed by the State, who [live upon |
annnities, sinecures, or the fonds aeerels, are now
satistied that xone of those monstrosities, which
were the cardinal sins of the old Mooarchy, are
in daoger of being repressed by the powerful and
revengeful action of the popular wrath, Th®
arwy loves the name of Napoleon, bacause under
Napoleon the army was France—and it hopes to
see once more the time when the fe/de were de.

Most astonishiog of all, however, is the revolu® |
tion in popular feeling toward the man who has
pothing remarkable but his name, and that name
hardly legitimately bis own. The popular classes.
who have nothing to bope or to gain from
Monarchics! corruption, who are warm and sin
core in their love of liberty and the general wel’
fure, who are true to their fellows ot all nations,
are now gathered under the banner of Loats Nas
poleon. How was this strango ravalsion of feal.
ing prodaced? 1 am too far away, possibly, to
form an adejuate idea of the reaspas, yet the
fact is undeninbly clear. The wagacity of his
friends, and the improdence of bis enemies, have
worked togetber to this result, sad now univeraa!
suffrage has lost it fangs, and the President no
longer fears it. The Assembly ix opposed to bim
—but what can an Assembly do when the people
that elected it deserts it, and the power aguinst
which it fights persecutes it !

And now | must compliment the Representa
tive Government upon the justics of ita situation
Last year and two years since, when the Eleotors
were creatly increased against the President. the i
Aumsembly did everything to please him aad seem !
od \juite devoted to his will. Today the body of
Electors is friendly to the President and the As
sombly fights bravely though unsuccesslully
against him. What does this mean? Evidently,
that the popular feeling does not wait for the elect
tion but changes as it will, and the man who to
Jay represents the Electors, conses to repressnt
tham to morrow, when their feelings have uader-
gone & total, although rapid change. It is amis-
fortune too serious to be endured forever. ltara
form is as necessary as it is difficult—since, if you
renovate the Assenbly as often & is essential to
heep it in harmouy with the popular versatility,
you destroy every hope of tranquillity In thecoun
try, and keep the working classes in & perpetual
and everlnsting whirlpool of political prasicn mud
prejudice.

While | am writing this letter the French As-
sermbly has certalnly refused the dotation of 150,
000 france aaked by the I'resident for the present
yoar. He never hoped to get it, but asked it for
the express purposs of provokiog the Assembly’s
refusal and thereby to increase its unpopularity.—
Nothing can be compared to the magnetic infla-
epee exercised by the President, but the bliad |
enthusiasm which the true Napoleon inspired in
thebrilliant time of hin saccesses. Hat Napoleog
slthough an enemy to liberty, was a gonlus, |
and & powerful cne, which his suoccessor is cer:
tainly not. Popular enthusinam is like one of
thoss tropical trees which grow in afew hours, but |
stand trunkless aud therefore belpless. When |
the young tree springs from the ground it attachos
itaelf to the first trunk it fluds, whether itbe aooak
or an aspen.

But Time advances. The four years of the Pres-
idency are nearly completed, and & new election
will so0n take place. lo the present mood of the
Freoch people what can be boped—or, rather,
what is pot to be feared! It is bot two likely
thas Louis Napoleon will be electad; or, more '
shameful still, something may be done to contirm
kim forever in his present position.

In thas case perishes all hope for the Raropean |
pations, and Frauce loses ita title to a glorious
pame and to the love of other people. A new |
revolation might restore the rights which are fast |
disappearing in Fraoce. Bat revolutioos are al

ways dangerous, and France is weary of them, |
